T appears plain to me, that Sand is the Mat- 
ter of the Earth, and that there are terreſ- 
trial Parts in all Fountain Water; and though 
ſome have deny'd the former, yet if I reduce 
Matter to its firft Principle, and find it there, 
and as yet have ſeen nothing probable in any 
Author to the contrary, I ſhall continue in that 
Belief.

as to Worms, Signior Redi has plainly given us 
ta underftand, that they are bred by univocal 
Generation, and conſequently Worms are not.

one Species, ſwallow'd and hatch'd within us, 
breeds not a different one, ſo when we find Earth- 
Worms within us, we muſt agree that their 
Ova have been {wallowd in our Diet, from 
Roots and Plants moſtly, and alſo from Milk.

1 F you would be healthy, and live to a good 
old Age, abſtain all ſpirituous Liquors, till 
you find decaying Nature require them: For 
though ſome may be of ſuch cold Conſtitutions, 
or ſo ſtrong, as not to deſtroy themſelves by an 
Exceſs of Wine, or Strong Drink, yet they would 
find a far greater Pleaſure in Life, if they would 
wait, and not raſhly, and too early, debauch 
themſelves. | 
We hve in an Age, wherein ſcarce any Thing 
that is the Product of our own Country is good 
enough to cat, drink, or wear. If this was a 


Cuſtom 
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Cuſtom practis d only by Perſons of Quality, it 
might be paſs d by; but the loweſt Rank of the 
People now ſeem moſt fond of it. All Exoticks 
were deſign'd as Medicine and Cordials, and not 
to be us d conſtantly ; and the Product of other 
Places for Habits, to be chiefly Ornaments on 
extraordinary Occaſions. 

When I liv'd in a hot Climate, my Drink was 
Wine alone; in the Weſt of England Cyder ; in 
the North, and all other dry Places, that pro- 
| 2 good Corn, ſmall and ſtrong Drink from 
Malt. | 

Some Phyſicians have condemn'd Malt Li- 
quors, becauſe they have the Misfortune to live, 
where, if they had good Corn, they have not the 
Art to make palatable, or agreeable Liquors from 
it; and therefore hope in Time they may be of 
another Opinion. 

There are others, and ſome of theſe Clergy- 
men, that propoſe a Water - Courſe inſtead of Malt 
L iquors; not only for preſerving of Health, but 
alſo in curing Diſeaſes. I know ſeveral of theſe, 
and by their Looks; and perhaps by their Fruits, 
you may know them. They may be good Men, 
and have Grace in their Hearts, but no Blood in 
their Faces; preach Mortification and good Lent- 
Sermons, which are the natural Conſequences of 
a cold Regunen; but the brighteſt and moſt ce- 
lebrated Divines have allow'd themſelves, in all 

8 Ages, 
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Ages, a Glaſs of ſomething ſpirituous, and eſpe- 


cially when they were to ſpeak before a learned 


Audience; and I have viſited a Convent, in Italy, 
of learned Jeſuits, and others, where they have 
ſeldom leſs than a Hundred Butts of good Wine 
before-hand. 

We that live in a cold Country, and uſe Ex- 
erciſe in all Seaſons, do find it abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary, either in middle, or old Age, to ſupport our 
ſelves by ſtrong Drink; and though a late Writer 
calls it glutinous, yet we do not find any ill Con- 
ſequences by it, if fine and moderately taken; 
the Glands are not obſtructed, Secretion, or Ex- 
cretion, are no Ways hinder d. The Quality of 
Humours may be vitiated as ſoon from tartarous 
Wines, and crude terreſtrial Waters, that has 
Millions of viſible and inviſible Inſects in them, 


as from Malt Liquors: Becauſe in the making 


of Drink, all theſe heterogenous Particles, are

ſalubrious. 
And here I would not be thought to encourage 
Exceſs, for no Man can charge me with it; but
